Corrzr.—In my remarks upon this metal, at the close of 1856, strong 
hopes were expressed of a prosperous coming year for those interested in 
it; and the reality for a time exceeded our expectations, for a conti- 
nuous course of high prices ruled, with the prospect of even higher, up 
to the commencement of the American panic, which so quickly convulsed 
the whole of Enrope, and told its tale upon our own “‘ standard.” Much 
dissatisfaction was caused by the smelters continuing the price of cop- 
per unchanged, whilst week after week they reduced the standard for 
ore; and much bad feeling would have been avoided had the change in 
price been simultaneous. But this, we are told, could not be, since large 
stocks of ore are required by the smelters, and, consequently, as the 
standard advances first, the price of copper is maintained after the fall of 
the standard. Another ground of complaint against the smelters is the 
manner of i out changes in price when necessary, it being thought 
by many that reductions of 5/. per ton each time would have been 
better than one of 14d. per lb., which was the reduction made on the 8th. 
Others think it more desirable (and it seems so) to make the n 
changes at once, and thereby give confidence to the buyers of copper, that 
the ruling price is likely to continue. Next to a good price is a steady 
one, and we do not doubt that after some months, when the present ge- 
neral distrust which is paralysing all business shall have given place to 
something akin to confidence, we may again see an advance of at least 
207. in the standard for ores, As the Americans boast of their recupera- 
tive qualities, we hope they will soon in be amongst our best cus- 
tomers, instead of, as for the last month or two, doubly depressing our 
market, by sending hither large quantities of copper as well as of ores. 
Under the present circumstances of the copper market, mines losing money 
should keep down every item of expenditure to the lowest ible point. 
in the assurance that a few months will greatly mend their position; 
others, capable of making returns in excess of their expenditure, should 
limit sales to meet actual costs. The reaction in copper may be even sooner 
and than we look for, seeing that every foreign market is under- 
stocked ; and the depression will not have been without results, if 
it causes shareholders to take our advice, and look more closely into the 

management and details of their mines. Too much is in some 
cases left to, and in others assumed by, the managers or pursers, and it is 
quite time these gentlemen should know they are the agents and servants 
of the shareholders, and, as such, may be displaced. As a rule, in my ap- 
plications to pursers for information I meet with the greatest courtesy 
and attention ; but there are some who manage mines just as they please, 
and I verily believe look upon questions, even from shareholders, as pieces 
of great impertinence. Where managers are left too much to themselves 
they are apt, by clever working, to convert the mines into little freehold 
estates for themselves; and it is amazing to observe how some concerns 
are managed, so as to meet the costs and no more, whatever the standard 
may be: others, possibly to prevent enquiry and examination, give an oc- 
casional dividend. Now, this we conceive to be a lord’s question as well 
as a shareholder’s, and we hope the hint may be taken by the lords’ agents. 
Sinking, driving, and cross-cutting are necessary to proper mining, and 
these, too often we fear, are discontinued, lest discoveries be too quickly 
made, many agents being satisfied, whilst making both ends meet, with 
the lengthened existence of the mine, quite disregarding the fact that it 
must be both the lords’ and shareholders’ interest to get out the ore in 
their sett in the shortest possible time consistent with fair mining. We 
trust these points will have more attention in future from ‘‘ One and All,” 
and recommend a more general use of proxies when shareholders cannot 
be present at meetings in person. This, however, is all a digression, and 
we must return to a weightier subject. 

Lzeapv.—The demand for this article throughout the year has been good, 
and on the whole the price has been remunerative and steady. Itis more 
than probable that the demand has outrun the production, although not 
strongly evidenced in the price; and what was used as an argument in 
favour of the free import of copper ores is now, probably, operating upon 
lead. When the great outery was raised against foreign copper ores, the 
miners were met by the opposite party with the argument, that it was 
not a question of stopping foreign mines, for that was beyond our power ; 
and seeing that the ores would be raised, and, if not admitted here, smelted 

was it not more to the interest of the English miner to admit them, 
and so control the price of copper? England has since been the copper 
market of the world ; and could it be so arranged that all foreign lead ore 
should be brought here, it is considered the price of lead would rule much 
higher; but now, the competition with lead smelted abroad, and by mining 
companies at home, is ever pressing upon the price. The present posi- 
tion of lead is, on the whole, very satisfactory, considering the general 
ion of trade; the stocks of the smelters have, we suppose, been 
her accumulating, but in the course of three or four months an ex- 
ort demand may be looked for, and then, with the general revival of 
commerce, we shall have better prices for the ore. We may be wrong, 
but we hope to see before long the price 23/. to 25/.aton. To this 
time, lead mines have not been so seriously affected by commercial dis- 
tress as those of tin and copper. 

Trv.—At the close of last year high prices, for some time, were also pre- 
dicted for this article, and our views were fully realised, the price having 
ruled for some months even beyond what we expected, and but for the 
sudden commercial hurricane would probably have remained undisturbed. 
Tin, so far, has been a severer sufferer through the fearful monetary 
crisis than any other metal; arising chiefly from the cessation of demand 
for tin-plates, in which so large a quantity is consumed for the States, 
and from the large quantity known to be unsold by the buyers at the last 
Dutch auction. The mines have felt, and will further feel, the reduction 
in price for the ore, consequent upon the reduced price of tin, but when 
they consider how very high the price has been, it will be seen that the 
neolgge terule is not one to cut off all profits, but merely to cut them 

Of course, such mines are alluded to as should be worked in the 
expectation of profits from what had Aitherto been considered a high price 
for tin, and not from a price called into existence by the competition of 
speculators in thearticle.

enter the Dividend List this year will probably be East Basset, Wheal 
Edward, Copper Hill, North Roskear, North Frances, Cwm Erfin, Great 
Baddern, &e. 

Great fluctuations have taken place in the value of shares. Bassets have 
fallen from 240 to 150; Rosewarne from 50 to 25; North Basset from 36 
to 12; West Basset from 32 to 22. East Basset rose from 36 per 512th to 
120, and then went to 92; Sortridge Consols rose from 14 to 2, and now 13; 
Herodsfoot rose from 24 to 8; Wheal Uny, 2 to 84, and down to 7. 
South Caradon shares throughout the year have kept steady, at from 340 
to 350/. Wheal Wrey dropped from 8 to5. Devon Consols rose from 430 
to 470, and then dropped to 420. Grenvilles have fluctuated constantly 
from 1} to 24; Great Alfreds dropped from 124 to 4; Great South Tolgus 
rose from 14 to 17, and then down to 15 again; East Pool dropped from 
310 to 150; Dolcoath rose from 210 to 330, and down again to 250; Cwm 
Erfin rose from 10s, to 67, 108.; Wheal Mary Ann rose from 42 to 50, 
and down to 45; Buller shares rose from 260 to 310; Copper Hill from 
170 to 220; Botallack from 170 to 230, Alfred Consols rose from 18} to 
24, then dropped gradually to 11, rose again to 18, then in a few daysdown 
again to 13, and now 12 to 13; the fluctuations are very great in this pro- 
perty, and, as a general rule, shares were right to buy when low and sell 
when high. Trewetha declined from 3} to#; Wheal Margaret rose from 
40 'to 80, and then dropped to 45; West Providence fell from 14 to 5; 
Wheal Clifford from 550 to 250; Ding Dong from 34 to 20. Margerys 
down from 173 to 7. 

At the end of my last year’s Review I stated that “there must be a 
general and great advance in the price of good progressive mines, and I 
should choose such almost in preference to dividend mines, which are 
already at high prices.” I also added that I could point out from six to 
twelve mines which, if invested in, gould not fail to pay large profits, 
How far I was correct in giving the preference to progressive mines is 
clearly shown by the great fall in dividend mines, and in the great rise 
in progressive mines, 

n looking to the future, much depends on the price of metals, and the 
old mines have become so seriously affected by the decline in them already, 
that while I hope the worst is over, I could not, without serious conside- 
ration, advise holders to sacrifice their shares, merely for a tempora 
decrease in some, and a cessation of dividends in others, yet I should sti 
prefer good progressive mines where there is room for their development, 
without the enormous cost of working some of the old mines, and making 
of the copper buyers. The mines 
I should prefer, or at least twelve of them, I have again selected, but, as I 
said last year, shall only give the list privately. 

A few words, now, to those who embark in mines. As mining is too 
often but another name for uncertainty, be not too excited by good, nor 
disheartened by bad, reports, Could we reduce mining for copper, lead, 
or tin to as much of a certainty as even mining for coal, we could cal- 


x, | culate within a little what outlay it would take to realise a fortune. But 
)| in metal mines, many which are considered by the first practical judges as 


the best of speculations turn out failures; while others, deemed worth- 
less, and thought “y worthy of abandonment, by one stroke of the pick 
reveal a fortune! This is the fascination of mining, leading us on, hoping 
sometimes almost against hope, and finding hope at last an ignis fatuus 
—but sometimes, too, showing that the gloomiest prospects suddenly turn 
to the brightest. As an extraordinary example of this take East Rose, a 
modern instance, and one well known to — The mine was to be aban- 
doned for poverty, and the company met to dissolve, but, on squaring ac- 
counts, it was found there was a balance of 200/. in hand, which, instead, 
of dividing, it was agreed to lay out in a “cross-cut :’”’ this cross-cut 
met with a lode, making the mine the richest for lead in England; and 
this outlay of 200/., made as a forlorn hope, brought the shareholders g 
clear profit in a few years of 300,000/. 

Those who embark in mines, in what we may term a bona fide manner, 
are those who buy dividend stock, knowing well that they cannot get 
20 per cent. for money without some risk; secondly, those who ‘buy pro- 

ive mines, in expectation of early dividends, and an increased value 
or their shares; and, thirdly, those who buy young mines, »,repared to go 
on and develope them, by paying their proportion of expens’.s incurred, and 
looking for their reward in the success of the mine, or prepared to lose, if 
unsuccessful, But by far the greater number of these who embark are 


92 | not miners at all, but speculators, who — simply for a rise in sh 


never intending to develop a mine, or pay if they can be avoided; an 
this is the sort of speculation that poh half our ow concerns, A man 
when he is led to expect something to come off which may have a tendency 
to create a rise, buys shares, intending to sell out at a profit; but if an 
expected lode cuts poor, and he finds he cannot realise a profit; he goes 
on, but refuses to pay his quota of costs incurred; heavy arrears of calls 
accrue, debts in consequence accumulate, and the concern has to be wound- 
up. In this way huudreds of mines are — and ruined, those who 
8 being the loudest in their 
denunciations of mining! Asan example how people become tired out 
with calls, look at West Basset. When I commenced these Annual Re- 
views, West Basset was worked by a Cornish company, and one or two 
friends in London helda large interest, The calls were heavy, and caused 
them constant annoyance; the ground in the shaft was hard and uncon- 
genial, and the end of it was that in 1860 the company s' , and sold 
their mine and machinery to a London party for 700/, e new 
pany raised « capital, continued sinking the shaft, got into favourable 
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Surther 
Of course, this is one of the prizes to a dozen blanks ; 
but it is notan isolated case, and I mention it to show the effects of perse- 
verance in a good district. 
We are all naturally inclined to be too sanguine in mining and too re- 
miss in calealating costs of working a mine, and here again disap- 
pointment often occurs, I have into mines where the best opinions 


gone 
as well a3 prospects pointed to the “ next call as the last,’’ yet calls con- 
tinued for years after! Who then shall caloulate to a nice ? Thave often 


heard capitalists say ot ee eee embark 5007, or 10007. in a mine 
if they could ensure not being upon for more, and they have, there- 
fore, advocated large subscribed capitals; but this would do away with the 
Cost-book System, which render mines exempt from the Joint-Stock Acts. 
The Cost-book Principle allows money to besprovided only as it is required, 
gna two-monthly ; and although every shareholder is individually 

iable for debts so incurred, he can at any time rid himself of responsibility 
by paying up his proportion of debts and relinquishing his shares ; and 
although it may be, and doubtless is, anno to share 
stantly dunned for calls, they are necessary in well conducted mines. 

We often hear it that many worthless schemes are advertised 
and launched oh the market just for the sake of premiums, and by such 
mines many parties are deceived, and become with mining ope- 
rations. is, doubtless, too true; and I refer to it just to say that 
| apne embarking in such have only themselves to blame ; as it is easy 
or anyorie to test the truth of reports by getting an inspection made by 
a respectable and practical agent,* Some persons, again, object to pre- 
miums at all, even on good concerns; but it appears to me that if a man who 
has epent half a life time in gaining mining experience, and whose time 
is money, devotes months, and sometimes years, to get a good sett, or if 
if he be able, pat his command of capital, to purchase an entire mine, 
he is as much entitled to a profit on his venture, if he invites others to 
join him in shares, as a merchant who, with his large capital, goes into 
the silk or any other wholesale market, and taking advantage of circum- 
stances, secures a bargain, and, in retailing it ot, does not sell a pound’s 
worth at the rate he gave for the whole, or within, pe 200 per cent. 
ofit! Inanew mine, however, the premium asked should be in accordance 
with the prospects, In treating of the prospects of mines, a true report of 
to-day may be untrue to-morrow : such are the ever-changing phases of un- 
derground operations; and on this account many conscientious and good 
agents, who give true and faithful reports of mines when they inspect them, 
get oftentimes abused without deserving it. Perhaps (owing to no merit of 
my own), few men in London have been asked of late years to recommend 
mines more than I have been; and day after day I still get applications 
from all parts of England to name those likely to pay. To do this con- 
scientiously neither trouble nor expense is spared in getting the best prac- 
tical opinions, but they often err ; and I know I sometimes get sadly blamed. 
While on the subject of agents, I would call their greater attention 
to **cross-cuts,” for it is generally feared they aré too much neglected, and 
many a branch driven upon whilst the main lode stands by its side undis- 
covered, The father of cross-cuts and of many miners, has withiffthe last 
10 years, had more rich mines than any other man in Cornwall. In 1850 
Great South Tolgus was very poor, and the company determined to stop 
the works and séll the mine. Well, Capt. —— bought it for a song, at 
night dreamt about it, and suddenly rousing the captain from his bed, told 
him they had been driving on the wrong lode, and ordered him then and 
there to get up and set two or three cross-cuts! This was in 1851, in 
1855 the mine paid its first dividend, and is now one of the richest in the 
district ! 

Until a week ago, although the public press had been for months lay- 
ing bare the grossest systems of fraud and deception in commercial and 
banking circles, it was our pride and boast that not one single case of mis- 
management, or misappropriation of funds, had been found in connection 
with mining operations; and it is with extreme regret that we are com- 
pelled, just as we had, as we considered, completed our labours for the 
year, to refer to circumstances, which have only just transpired in rela- 
tion to certain mines, and which form the general topic of conversation. 
The mines referred to have been under the sole management of one indi- 
vidual, and are now said to be heavily in debt; while the shareholders, 
taking that individual’s word for it, supposed that ample funds were in 
hapd. We cannot, being ignorant of all the facts, enter into details, but 
must remark that the mines, owing to the m ement, have never been 
on the mining market, and never t in. And it is much to be feared 
that a class of persons have been led into them—by what means it is not 
for us now to enquire—who were ignorant of mining matters entirely, 
and now will receive a lesson that will induce them to denounce mining 
altogether. How often have we reminded shareholders that, under the 
Cost-book System, it is their duty to audit all accounts periodically, and 
not to pass them until vouched and found correct. There should, also, 
be finance committees to every mine; and where these precautions have 
been systematically neglected, the blame rests upon the companies rather 
than upon mining; which, if properly conkaston, is as safe, if not safer, 
than any other form of speculation.

Be that as it 
may ; in 1843 a descendant of the old miner took a fancy to the pit, and called the at- 
tention of Messrs. John and William Alexander Thomas, two eminent and influential 
members of the Stock Exchange, toit, These gentlemen, who were at the time largely 
e in mining operations, obtained a lease of the ground from the present Duke 
of ford in 1844, and undertook to spend 20,0002. upon it; this, however, was not 
necessary, for in sinking the old man’s pit a few ms di they came upon the 
richest deposit of copper ore ever discovered in England, and in one year the property 
rose to the value of 800,000/, And upon the small outlay of 1024/., the company have 
received in dividends 609,280/, since 1850, and have still the prospect of 60,000/. a 
year for many years to come. Of the produce of the mine the Duke of Bedford re- 
ceives 1-12th as royalty or rent, and in this way, since 1845, be has received 
101,445/. 84. 2d. for a wood which formerly only harboured pheasants. In addition 
to this, the Duke has to receive 20,0002, for an extension of 21 years to the lease—a 
rather heavy tax, in addition to the royalty, upon those who have made the property 
what itis; for, in taking a comprehensive view of these extraordinary mines, and 
not looking at them simply as making the fortunes of many of the shareholders, 
or, as a lucky speculation, we must remember that the company employ about 
1200 persons on the works, and for labour, poors’ rates, taxes, merchandise, &c., 
spend upwards of 60,000/. a year in the neighbourhood of Tavistock alone. The ores 
sold during the year have amounted to 25,746 tons, realising 140,403/.

The explora- 
tions and surveys of Frederic Newton Gisborne during 1851 (which were 
mae preparatory to the successful completion of his great electric telegraph enter- 
P-tses), firat brought the colony into prominent notice as a mineral district. Mr, 
Gisborne then became connected with Mr. Charles Fox Bennett, an enterprising mer- 
ehant of Newfoundland, and in the autumn of 1856 opened two mines for cupper in 
Conception Bay, under the respective names of the Turk’s Head and English Ridge 
Mining Companies. These companies have each a capital of 2000/., in 1/. shares, 
upoa which 10s. per share has beem called up. From the former mine about 20 tons 
of rich “* horse-flesh” copper ore has just arrived in Liverpool, and is worth from 
15. to 351. per ton, although shipped in the rongh as raised to grass. From the latter 
mine a similar — of grey ore has reached Liverpool, worth from 20/. to 601. per 
ton.

crippled and useless, It was not to be expec‘ed that so severe a visitation was likely 
to leave unscathed the mining interests of our country, still less that they should 
suffer in only alight degree. Its effecta have been to reduce the average value of 
shares at least 50 per cent., even including dividend mines, which presenting a more 
solid front than speculative stocks, are the last to succumb and deceive their holders, 
Thus much for the dark side of the picture. It is well, and should be better known, 
and the knowledge more extensively acted upon, that the safest markets to buy in 
ate depressed ones; and such is now the characteristic of the mining market toa 
degree never before known ; for, whilst the majority of well-managed mines have 
been keeping on ee the even tenour of their way,” with regard to prodaction and 
sales of ores, their shares have succumbed to the general apathy of purchasers, and 
subsided to, im some cases, almost nominal prices, at which point the most fear- 
less and far-seeing capitalist is now beginning to operate, and with the certainty, it 
may be safely predicted, of large profits hereafter. To demonstrate such a result in 
the face of experience would be superfluous, but if proof were wanting reference 
might fairly be made to rations on the Stock Exchange in railways, British, 
colonial, and foreign, in which it is no exaggeration to say that large fortunes have 

,veen realised; and the same result, diminished only in degree, the operations of the 
courageous adventurer into sueh mining stocks as come within the category we have 
already described. As matters stand, therefore, it is suggested that the market at 
the present moment is rather one to buy than to sell in; and where that alterna- 
tive suits the convenience of individuals we can, and do, confidentiy repudiate that 
delay which, in waiting for the lowest point, generally misses it.

How MacistTrRates RENDER Acts OF PARLIAMENT USELESS.—At Keele 
Petty Sessions (before Admiral Mainwaring, T. F. Twemlow, Dr. Wilson, and R. H. 
Haywood), Mr. Wynne, Government Inspector of Coal Mines, and Mr. Harding, soli- 
citor, appeared’ to support three informations against the agent of Mr. J. H. Heath- 
cote, of Apedale. The information was brought before the magistrates some mouths 
since, but on the ground that a certain notice had not been given, the case was dis- 
missed. An application was made to the Court of Queen’s Bench fora rule to issue 
a mandamus compelling the magistrates to hear the matter. The rule was obtained, 
but the issue of the mandamus was delayed by the illness of the Solicitor-General, 
and other circumstances. The magistrates maintained that the mandamus did not 
extend the time within which the action was to be brought; and as more than three 
months had elapsed since the commission of the offence, they again dismissed the 
case, appearing particularly pleased with the manner in which they had disposed of 
the information. Further steps will be taken to try whether the Act is to be in- 
fringed by agents with impunity, and whether, when from the courre taken by the 
magistrates the hearing of the case is more than three months from the date of the 
offence, the plaintiffs are out of court. 


Breacu or Cottiery Ruies.—At Castle Eden Petty Sessions, John 
Morgap, breaksman at Thornley Colliery, Hartlepool, was fined 1/. for permitting 
his fireman to take charge of the engine during his absence, whereby damage had been 
sustained by the owners of the colliery to the amountof nearly 11/. It appeared that 
the yor Was not in good repair, and required more than ordinary caution to pre- 
vent accident. 


Unrencep Suarts.—Messrs. Haines were summoned at Oldbury, for 
suffering a shaft at the Rowhay Colliery, out of use, to be without a fence, or in- 
securely fenced, contrary to the Act. A man lost his life, on Nov. 19, by fallingdown 
the pit. The case was adjourned for further evidence as to the ownership of the pit. 


Coxurery Act,—At Blackburn, a collier, John Whitwell, was fined 5/. 
for employing a boy under 10 years of age. It was his own son, and he was killed 
by an explosion on Oct. 8. It appears that the deceased was only employed asa 
drawer during the illness of an elder brother, since dead, and that the defendant was 
in very poor circumstances; the bench, therefore, ordered that the fine should be re- 
mitted when the costs were paid. 


Couurery AccipEnt.—At a pit belonging tc Mr. Armitage, at Farnley, 
two men were killed through a rope breaking ; they were precipitated 15 fathoms. A 
verdict of ** Accidental Death” was returned, but the management of the mine was 
complained of, and intimation given that, if it were not improved, proceedings would 
be taken on behalf of the Government. 


Penctawpp Coiurery.—A letter, dated Dec. 31, informs the directors 
that the Glylid vein of coal has been reached, and proves to be about 4 ft. thick, and 
cuts large and hard, and greatly increases the value of the colliery.

Wetsu Poros: Mrves.—We regret that an article, founded on the ex 
parte statement of the counsel for the plaintiff, in the attempted action of Clarke rv, 
Dickson and Others, inadvertently appeared in last week’s Journal. The plaintiff 
having been non-suited almost at the commencement of the proceedings, allowed no 
opportunity for the defendants answering the allegations made; and we all know 
the liberty which counsel often take, while their speeches are as frequently not sup- 
ported by the evidence, which in this case was not gone into, but which, we ander- 
stand, the defendants were well prepared with, having summoned a number of th 
best and most respectable practical authorities, intimately acquainted with the pro- 
perty, who could speak most strongly of its value, and the profitable results to be ex- 
pected if properly managed. We need only refer toa similar case, which was tried 
during the same week in the Court of Common Pleas, where charges ‘at least equally 
damaging were made, but which so signally failed in the evidence that the Lord 
Chief Justice stated there was no case for the jury; and the result was really to prove 
the property to beeven more valuable than had been stated. We believe the Welsh 
P+tosi Mines would have been paying large dividends had they been managed with 
almost any degree of judgment and economy. During the three years the company 
were in existence, they sold 20,000/. worth of ore, although they opened very littie 
new ground, and never saw the bottom of the mine (only 39 fms. below adit)!

Powtrpoot, Farpay.—The strikes in this district have been general this week. The 
notices for the reduction of 5 per cent., in addition to the former 15 per cent., ex- 
pired on Saturday, and the men resolutely refused to work at the proposed prices. 
As we have stated above, they turned out at the Varteg, Solynos, British (Abersy- 
chan), and Pontypool Works, and held meetings, at which revolutions were passed 
expressive of their determination to keep up the strike. Since, then, however, a 
better feeling has prevailed. On Wednesday, the Abersychan men returned to work, 
and on Thursday those at Varteg followed their example. This day the Pontypoo! 
bands are stillout, but there is every prospect of their yielding early next week. At 
Aberdare the men are more obstinate than ever, and no probability of a reconcilia. 
tion appears at present. About $000 men are out on strike there, and near 3009 in 
Mop.mouthshire. 


te Patent Mive VentiLaton.—We are glad to learn that this 
valuat™ invention continues to gain ground in the estimation of the colliery owners, 
and it is a gratifying circumstance that wherever they have been adopted they stil! 
continue to be used, and give great satisfaction to both masters and men. We un- 
derstand that Mr. W. P. Struvé, of Swansea, has just completed arrangements for 
erecting two gigantic air-pumps, the pistons of which are each to be 21 feet in dia- 
meter, and capable of pumping about 10,000 cubic feet of air each stroke of the ma- 
chine. This gigantic ventilator is intended for one of the extensive collieries at 
Aberdare, in which a large quantity of fire-damp exists, and in which several fatal 
accidents have occurred. It is estimated that this machine will easily produce a ven- 
tilation of from 80,000 to 100,000 cubic feet of air per minute, and thus convert a 
highly dangerous into a perfectly safe colliery. We think it is highly creditable to 
the owners of this colliery thus to make such ample provision for the prevention of 
those calamitous accidents which have been of such common occurrence in this dis- 
trict, and we trust that their example will have a beneficial effect, by inducing the 
owners of many adjacent mines to increase the amount of ventilation, so as to render 
the collieries safe, and avoid the frequent recurrence of those dreadful explosions 
for which, of late years, the Aberdare Valley has been so notorious.

Lrverpoot, Dec. 31.—During the past week our metal market has as- 
sumed a more satisfactory appearance, an increased enquiry being obser- 
vable. Orders for Iron are being received from America, although at pre- 
sent they are but small; still a return to confidence is implied, which is 
in itself encouraging, and with growing ease in the money market, toge- 
ther with the present comparatively low prices of all kinds of Iron, it is 
not unreasonable to look forward to a prosperous new year. For Welsh 
Bar-iron the demand is improving, and prices are consequently a shade 
firmer. In Staffordshire Iron, a reduction of 20s. per ton was decided 
upon at the preliminary quarterly meeting of ironmasters, held yesterday, 
at Dudley, and consequently orders which have been kept back in antici- 
pation of this fall will now be given out. Scotch Pig-iron has improved 
in price during the week, to the extent of 1s, 6d. per ton, and some busi- 
ness has been done on open time. The shipments are 7073 tons, against 
7037 tons for the corresponding week of last year. From the circulars 
just issued, the stocks appear to have increased considerably during the 
year, being 166,000 tons, against $8,000 tons at this time last year, when 
the price was 73s. 6d_per ton, or 21s. per ton above the present rate. The 
demand for Tin is very moderate; prices remain unchanged. For Tin- 
plates there is more enquiry, and a better feeling exists; im fact, prices 
are, if anything, a shade firmer. For both Copper and Lead we have a 
dull market, and prives are nominal. The following are the quotations :

Giascow.—Though the year 1857 marks the decennial period of com- 
mercial disacters, yet it has proved upon the whole a prosperous onc to the iron trade, in 
which—notwithstanding severe monetary convulsions, and a fall in value of about 
30s. per ton—not a single failure or suspension has occurred. It may be here appro- 
priately stated that since 1847 the immense transactions in the article have princi- 
pally been conducted upon cash principles, and but in few cases was dominion of the 
iron, or the warrant which represents it, given until the money was paid. Hence the 
continued soundness of the trade, and its immunity in a great measure from those 
evils which have recently so afflicted several other b hes of Owing to 
the high prices which prevailed during the last five years, having averaged 70s. 6d. 
per ton, combined with the great expenditure of the Governments of the United King- 
dom, France, and Russia, in the late war, and the progressing ent of the 
railway system over the world, the production was erro S simulated, and amounts 
in the year just closing to the unprecedented quantity of 915,000 tons. Notwithatand- 
ing the local consumption and exports, foreign and coastwise, having reached 
843,000 tons, the stocks have considerably increased, and are now (the stock of Carron 
not included, which is about 30,000 tons) 160,000 tons, against 88,000 tons 12 months 
ago. The highest price during the year was in June, when it touched 83s. for mixed 
nambers, and 84s. for No 1 Gartsherrie ; the lowest this month, when 48s. 6d. was 
1ecepted for mixed numbers and 57s, for No. | Gartsherrie. The reduction in wages 
of 1s, per day submitted to lately by the colliers and miners lessens the cost of pro- 
duction about 7s. per ton; and the makers generally have been selling at 55s, down 
to 43s. 6d. Bares, raila, and almost every kind of manufactured iron continuing in a 
depressed state, a few of the malleable ironworks have been stopped for want of orders. 
The iron founders, too, are much slacker, and the local cunsumption has, in conse- 
quence, fallen off considerably. Whilst the year closes gloomy enough, and the pre- 
vailing distress in the manufacturing districts may yet be deepened ; still, with the 
Indian insurrection virtually quelled—with returning confidence and reviving acti- 
vity, already felt at home and abroad—and with cheapening money, consequent, 
among other causes, upon the influx of gold, it is gratifying to anticipate the rapid 
restoration of commerce to its sound and legitimate channels, and the progress of that 
enterprise which always shows itself in the demand for iron, the consumption of which 
is an infallible guage of material prosperity. 





New York, Dec. 9.—The demand for all kinds of iron is quite limited ; 
the trade only purchase from band to mouth to supply their most urgent wants, 
and at prices which wou'd be no real guide to the market for large lots. Scotch pig 
commands $28 to $29, six months, for lota of two, three, and five tons, but if whole 
parcels were pressed on the market the article would not command $26, and cash 
buyers can be accommodated at §22. None of the principal importers, however, are 
anxious sellers at these low rates. Common and refined bars are still uncalled for, 
ind quotations are altogether nominal. The trade are being supplied at $52 and 862, 
six months, respectively, but no whole parcels could be placed at anything near these 
figures. English sheets range from 3c. to 4\c., for singles, doubles, aud triples. 
Other kinds are dull and nominal. 


Parts, Dec, 31.—The farther reduction of the Bank rate of discount 
to 5 per cent. has been greeted with but a very feeble improvement on the Stock Ex- 
change, which fact, when coupled with the very sensible advance in English securi- 
ties, has been taken by many asa proof that the state of the market does not entirely 
depend upon the rate of discount, and that confidence cannot be created and main- 
tained by simply making money cheap and abundant.

Taz Toastxe.—In your last Journal, “‘ N. E,” states that, amongst the most success- 
fal manufacturers of turbines are Messrs. Whitelaw and Stirrat, and Mr. Four- 
neyron ; but in this I entirely disagree with him. When the turbine was first in- 
troduced it was almost inapplicable to low falls, in consequence of the great wear 
and tear on the pivots and foot-teps on which the machine revolved, and which 
caused an almost constant necessity for repairs. This being the fact, I think Mesars, 
Phillips and Darlington could not have been altogether acquainted with what had 
been done; since Messrs. MacAdam, of Belfast, have erected turbines in Ireland, 
which have been working regularly for years, without any repairs whatever, and 
even now there is no appearance of wear and tear. Another reason why I should 
not name Fourneyron as a most succeseful manufacturer is, that his turbine, where 
the quantity of water decreased in summer greatly below the maximum winter 
quantity, always failed in giving out the proportionate amount of power. Thus, if 
tne fal was reduced to one-fourth, the power would be reduced to one-eighth. 
Now, Mesars. MacAdam have discovered how this defect can be remedied, and their 
turbines are so constructed that they suit the varying quantities of water, and give 
out the proportionate amuunt of power. With regard to the cost of the turbine, as 
compared with that of the ordinary water-wheel, its sma!! size on high falls places 
it in this respect beyond all competition, On falls from 20 ft. upwards tha cost of 
@ vertical wheel increases rapidly, and on arriving at 50 or 60 ft. the expense be- 
comes 60 great as frequently to prevent its use. The great water-wheel at the 
Laxey Mines, Isle of Man, which is on a 73 ft. fall, cost several thousand pounds. 
With the turbine the reverse takes place, for its size diminishes as the fall increases 
im height. On very low fells, although the advantage ‘nm (~st is not #0 apparent, 
the property whict the tarbine possesses of being littie affectvd by back -water ren- 
ders it a more valuable machine, even at the same price, ad, moreover, it has 
been proved that, on such falls, a turbine gives out at least one-fifth more power 
than one of the best vertical wheels.

On August 9, 1835, the first Number of the Mrxtnc Jounnat was is- 
sued to the public. At that period, beyond the limits of the several loca- 
lities, but little was know of mining enterprise ; its great importance, as 
a national branch of industry, had never been rightly understood. To 
many it was asealed book; while with others it was a prevalent opinion 
that, the capital advanced, but little else was required than to lay bare 
the surface of the earth, and returns would be immediately made, and 
those who were so fortunate as to obtain a share in any of these under- 
takings would speedily become rich. Ten years previously a mania, which 
has never been paralleled, existed for joint-stock companies, and any one 
who will refer to the prospectuses of the several associations concocted in 
1825 will see that the ardour for speculation in that year was not con 
fined to mere adventurers only, but that peers, bankers, and merchants of 
the highest standing and greatest respectability, all eagerly rushed to join 
in the scramble which was to enrich every one, with comparatively little 
labour, and at a cost which appeared ridiculous when the estimated pro- 
fits were calculated. Much of the capital so embarked was invested in 
mines in the liberated colonies of Spain; tradition had spoken of the 
| great wealth which that kingdom had derived from her American depen- 
dencies, and no tale, however exaggerated it might be, was disbelieved: it 
was then merely for the promoter to ask, and he could receive any amount

of capital he desired. The feverish excitement was not confined only to 


these foreign speculations, but a great number were started in England. 





Fabulous accounts were given of mines that had beet abandoned on ac- 
count of water, and these, it was stated, were so rich thax if only forked 
returns could be made immediately; and although no records were kept, 
there were numbers of old men who could remember what quantities of 
rich ore had been left in the old shafts, backs, and levels when, for want of 
proper machinery, the former adventurers had been necessitated to abanaon 
the undertakings. ‘The year afterwards there were 44 of these existing ; 
the capital for working them was 26,776,000/.; there had been advanced 
5,455,10007., their market value having fallen in a brief 12 months to 
2,927,350/. ; in the same period 16, with a capital of 5,585,000/,, on which 
400,900/. had been paid, were definitive abandoned. It is not our pro- 
vince here to allude to the failure of joint-stock companies promoted in 
that year for other purposes—their name was legion; we merely wish to 
point out how much capital was in so short a time wastefully expended 
ta mining adventure. 

Had at that period there been any authorised organ of the mining interest 
there is little doubt but that much of this money, which was so recklessly 
thrown away, might have been spared, and diverted into other and more 
legitimate channels of mineral industry, where it would have conferred 
a benefit on the districts where it was employed, augmented the national 
wealth, and have fructified for its owner. In the year 1835 speculative 
spirit was again directed towards mining, and this time the tendency was 
to nxglish adventure: it was at this period the Mininc Jovrnat ap- 
peared, The task of establishing such a periodical was one of no ordinary 
difficulty ; ap.’tt from the novelty of the undertaking, it bad to encounter 
the hostility of a number of those speculative individuals and “bal sel- 
lers,” on whose cali." publicity must necessarily inflict a heavy blow. 
Despite the obstacles to .°¢ encountered, and the difficulties to be over- 
come, the ordeal was sucess ully passed, and the Journal began to as- 
sume that pre-eminence as a cla. paper which it has now for so long a 
period maintained. Those who we.® really interested in mining soon per- 
ceived the utility of such a publication to protect their interests, and dis- 
seminate information on all subjects appa taining to mining, and from the 
general body we have always received the mvt Cordial co-operation, We 
ave had but one object —the encouragement ot Mining enterprise, and a 
sincere desire to protect the public from the desiga.' of unprincipled cha- 
racters, who would, by spurious statements, induce it to embark capital 
in worthless undertakings. : ne 

In the year 1843 Mr. J. ¥. Warsow published a Compendium on British 
Mining, in which he gave a reswmé of the different mines at work, and 
pointed out how, where capital was judiciously laid out in mining adven- 
ture, it would return a fair profit to the speculator, and in some cases much 
larger than could be obtained in any other undertaking. The success of 
this work was such that the author was induced in the following year, 
through the medium of our columns, to continue the task he had under- 
taken, and with the present Number we publish his fourteenth Annual 
Compendium. It would be a work of supererogation for us to say anything 
in its commendation ; the public have long acknowledged the utility and 
the merit of Mr. Warson’s able Review, and nothing that we can add 
will enhance its value. Briefly this we can remark, that in the present 
year it is more copious than hitherto, and contains a great mass of sterling 
information, which should be read and studied by all who are interested 
in mining enterprise . LS ee 

We will now briefly allude to our own labours, and this in a direction 
which for a considerable period was overlooked—in fact, we may say 
ilmost entirely neglected: we allude to Mtnino Epvcation, It is use- 
less here to refer back to the period when Sir Cuartes Lemon’s magni- 
icent offer was rejected, by & combination of prejudice and ignorance ; we 
lo not wish to recite old grievances. We are aware there is much to be 
iccomplished yet, and there is an ample field open for improvement. It 
is, however, a great satisfaction to know that all the preliminary obstacles 
wre now entirely obviated, and that mining education is now firmly fixed 
on a solid basis, and must progress, In the year 1851, we published the 
lectures on the mineral products of foreign countries, delivered at the Great 
Exhibition; and since the Government School of Mizes has assumed a 
\ocal form and shape we have communicated abbreviations of the lectures 
which have been there delivered by the eminent professors appointed by 
Government for that purpose; while, at the same time. we have not for- 
gotten to notice the progress of education in the local schools. 

Our columns have always been open to free discussion. This we have 
illowed so long as it would serve any useful purpose, beneficial to our 
readers; but, at the same time, we have always denounced a wordy cor- 
respondence, more especially when it has tended to border on personality. 
Many valuable communivations, from varioustalented correspondents, have 
sppeared in the Journat, which, if it had not have been for this medium, 
would probably never have met the publiceye. Toall of those who have 
thus assisted us we tender our thanks, and trust that we shall receive their 
valuable co-operation four many years to come. 

One of the most useful matters connected with mining has been the 
publication of the Mineral Statistics of Great Britain and Ireland, by Mr. 
Rosert Hunt, Keeper of Mining Records. According to these, in 1856, 
the total value of the mineral produce was 30,602,322/.; while the market 
value of the metals and mineral products obtained from the furnace 
smounted to 37,783,021/. It is to be hoped that the proprietors of mines 
will see the necessity of affording this gentleman, in his arduous labour, 
svery assistance, so that each year his valuable compilation may show 
the accurate progress of mining; while the preservation of records will 
tead to prevent much of that useless expenditure of capital which has so 
materially retarded British mining enterprise. From time to time these 
statistics have appeared in our columns, and we thus take the opportunity 
of adding our testimony to their value. 

The years 1850-1851 witnessed the introduction of a host of specula- 
tions for the purpose of prosecuting gold mines in Australia and Califor- 
nia; the present year has seen the extinction of nearly all, there being 
but one still dragying ona lingering existence; while, from the accounts 
that have lately appeared in our columns, we imagine that for the present 
‘“*Gold in England’’ will be no more heard of, and that persons will em- 
bark in legitimate mining adventure, instead of these eph al schemes, 
which in no single instance have afforded a practical result, 

Our task is nearly complete, We have now commenced the new year. 
The past one, during the last quarter, has been signalised by some severe 
disasters, but there have been no dark records brought against mining, as 
there have been with other undertakings. We by no means infer that all 
who are connected with mineral industry are so just in their dealings as 
they should be, but the generality of those connected with it are men of 
probity and honour. In many cases where unfortunate disasters have oc- 
curred, it has been owing to the shareholders having neglected their own 
affairs, and in instances entrusted them to the guidance of others—in cases 
to a single individual, who has combined all the offices in his own person, 
without any control or audit, thereby exposing such parties to great temp- 
tation. Let “One and All” each work in his proper sphere, and we shall 
then hear no further complaints of the insecurity of mining as a specula- 
tion, or its hazard as an investment. 

With these remarks we conclude, trusting that 1858 will not be sig- 
nalised, either at home or abroad, by any of the disasters of 1857, and that 
the new year which has just dawned upon us may, as it fairly promises, 
be more prosperous than its predecessor. 











The returns of the Board of Trade, for the month ending Nov. 30, of 
the exports of articles, the produce and manufacture of this country, show 
a failing off, as compared with the corresponding month of last year, of 
1,986,2602.; the total exports for the current year being 8,285,815/., and 
10,272,075/. for Nov. 1856. The declared value of the exports for the 
eleven months, end'ng the same day, is 115,007,196/. for 1857, and 
105,845,631. for 1856, consequently giving an increase of 9,151,565/. in 
favour of the eleven months of this year. Of the decrease of 1,986,260/. 
for the month, no less a sum than 1,319,888/. is represented by the falling 
off in the value of the shipments to the United States alone, which is 
equivalent to about 664 per cent. of the entire difference in the exports 
of every description of produce and of manufacture. This consists of 
eighteen enumerated articles; and as all matters connected with the United 
States, as respect trade and commerce, are of such interest, and indeed 
importance, at this moment, it is well to give the different totals. The 
heaviest deficiency is in cottons, which Sew a difference, as compared 
wita the same month of last year, of 352,594/. ; linens follow to the ex- 
tent of 203,916/.; salt is third, and gives a deficiency of 122,976/.; tin- 
plates rank next, in, the amount of 93,128/.; haberdashery is fifth, and 
stands at 87,672/.; to this succeeds iron, to the value of 78,186/.; hard- 
ware and cutlery constitute the seventh in importance, being declared at 
77,399/.; then comes mixed stuffs, such as flannels, blankets, carpets, 
&e., to the extent of 65,679/.; worsted stuffs are next in order, and repre- 
sent 45,269. ; to which, in the tenth place, succeeds woollens, cloths of 
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all kinds, with « total o¢ 41,862/.; earthenware and porcelain are ¢ 
eleventh, and give, “silectively, 36,8472. ; stecl stands Lan, at be iter, 
silk manufactures, follow with a sum of 21,590/.; oil seed is fourteenth, 
and + yep in value at. 18,142/.; beer and ale are next in order, and 
furni * “ficiency of 13,3424, ; copper is the sixteenth, and shows a 
sum of 12, 2997, ; Stationery is put down at 6760/., and next in order; and 
lead forms the eighteenth, and of the items mentioned as constitut- 
ing che general falling off, and gives a deficiency of 5049/., whixh, with 
the addition of 35/., was the declared value of the exports of this metal in 
Nov. 1856, the sum deducted constituting the entire value of the ship- 
ments of lead to the United States during the month of Nov. of this year, 
Of oil socd there was not a single consignment, or transmission on other 
account, so that the deficiency in this article is the value of the shipment 
of Nov. 1856. In two articles only is there an increase, and both to small 
amounts —namely, coals and culm, which furnish an excess of 37691, over 
November of last year; and cast-iron, which gives 4523/, in favour of the 
same month of this year. 

We must now draw the attention of our readers to those portions of 
these statistical returns which apply to articles more exclusively connected 
with the mining interests. e details, as usual, will be found in an- 
other column, The total exports under these different heads are declared 
at 2,176,409/. for November of this year; and whereas the aggregate 
value of the same was 2,369,801/. in Nov. 1856, it necessarily follows 
that this year shows a falling off to the amount of 193,399/, as compared 
with the past, Hardwares, iron, steel, lead, and tin, give a collective 
deficiency of 289,504/.; but as there is an increase this year over last in 

machinery, copper, and brass, in an aggregate sum of 96,105/., the 
balance deficiency is as stated, 

In all former statements during the last twelve months, and when there 
has been continued excess of exports over the preceding periods, both as 
respects the month itself, or the proportion of the year included in the re- 
turns, we have shown that the value of the metallic productions of this 
country, in their crude or manufactured state, represented in value be- 
tween one-fourth and one-third of the entire exports; but coming now to 
a reverse state of things, when the value of shipments of every kind are 
rapidly falling off, we find that metals give only 193,3997, in the general 
total decrease of 1,986,260/., or about 9% per cent. of the whole; whereas 
in the excess, as before mentioned, the proportion represented by the 
mining interests was from 25 to 33 percent. Itis, therefore, evident that 
this branch of British industry has not felt the commercial depression to 
any very serious extent; and as extensive orders are on hand for the com- 
pletion of railroads and other large works in our different colonies and 
various foreign countries, there is every reason to expect that this slight 
decrease will be temporary, Indeed, we doubt much whether there me 
been any great amount of speculative shipments of metal « metallic ma- 
nufactures; and however defective these returns from ‘ing Board of Trade 
may be in determining the prosperity of the country generally, they may 
be fairly considered as a good index of the prgition of the mdm | inte- 
rests.

on the chance of meting with a profitable market abroad, it is clear that 
no damage can ‘aecrue to those now closely identified with the mining in- 
dustry of this country by improvident shipments of the speculator; but, 
as we have before remarked, we much doubt if speculative consignments 
of me‘als are made to an extent which would in any way disturb the 
matget for such articles in the event of failure in these consignments. 
Although there has been such a marked falling off in the value of the 
goods shipped during November, there has nevertheless been an increase 
in the tonnage of merchandise transmitted from our shores. In the same 
month of last year 2828 vessels sailed from the different ports of Great 
Britain, and conveyed a collective tonnage of 750,111 tons; whereas, 
during the same period of 1857 no less than 3261 ships have set sail, with 
an aggregate burden of 788,467 tons, of which 172,198 tons were for- 
warded to British possessions, and the remainder to foreign countries, 
With reference to the United States, this excess of ships and tonnage does 
not apply, for we find that only 101 vessels went forward to the Union 
during ov., 1857, against 142 in Nov., 1856; and that the tonnage this 
year is 103,411, whereas it was 130,837 in Nov., 1856, ora deficiency of 
41 vessels and 27,426 tons. For the eleven months of this year the ge- 
neral returns give 41,939 vessels, with a collective tonnage of 9,699,532, 
while for the same portion of last year 38,867 vessels were employed in 
the conveyance of 9,001,755 tons, so that there is a comparative increase 
of 3072 vessels, and 587,777 tons in favour of this year. 








Notwithstanding the advices received from our Australian colonies for 
several months past have spoken of a glut of goods in those markets, we 
find from the Government returns of the exports from the United King- 
dom, that during the eleven months of 1857, ending Nov. 30, a marked 
increase has, nevertheless, taken place in all the different articles of ship- 
ment to these dependencies, with the single exception of soap, in which 
there has been a falling off to the extent of 39,964/., as compared with 
the eleven mons of 1856. The total value of the exports amount to 
7,218,242. for the period mentioned of the year just passed, whereas, 
during th same months of 1856, the aggregate declared value was 
5,396,429/., being, consequently, a balance excess of 1,821,713/., after al- 
lowi::g for the deficiency in soap as stated. Articles with which the min- 
1D.g interests are closely associated take the first rank, and furnish a total 
of 1,453,307/, under the head of “ metals’’—that is, iron, lead, tin, and 
machinery, which is an augmentation over 1856 of 221,720/. Next in 
importance as to value comes leather goods and saddlery, with an amount 
of 1,318,690/, against 874,467/. in 1856. Beer, ale, and spirits amount 
to 1,256,599/., being an increase of 501,237/.; apparel and slops give a 
total of 1,107,634/., and an excess of 246,540/.; haberdashery and milli- 
nery furnish a sum of 707,553/., which is 180,591/. over 1856; linens, 
cottons, and mixed stuffs were forwarded to the value of 695,387/., being 
an increase of 86,431/,; silk goods are declared at 184,922/., an aug- 
mentation of 69,145/.; woollens amount -to 114,390/., which is 29,6447, 
over the previous year; stationery gives 198,598/., being an excess of 
26,3982. ; earthenware furnishes a total of 128,050/., which is 43,1552. 
over 1856 ; and oil seed, 33,103/., which is an addition of 12,5937. to the 
amount shipped in the eleven months of 1856. The value of soap in this 
period of 1857 was only 20,0097, against 59,9737. in 1856, and the defi- 
ciency is as stated at the commencement of these remarks,

It seems useless to enter again into the merits of the various associa- 
tions which were organised for the production of gold from quartz in Cali- 
fornia, Australia, and elsewhere, and the best course which can be adopted 
is for all parties to co-operate in the establishment of Mr. Squire, or 
any other method which will have the effect of ameliorating the position 
and prospects of those who have embarked capital in gold projects; and 
it would appear that there is every reason to calculate on success from the 
adoption of the system alluded to. There have been serious failures, no 
doubt, and lamentable disappointment has resulted to most who gave sup- 
port to the different gold companies; but they were promoted under the 
full belief and expectation that the appliances to be used would render the 
result remunerative, although the contrary has been the general issue of 
the several associations, after the expenditure of large sums of money. 
The problem has been to discover the best method of developing the deposits 
of the precious metal, in a remunerative and comme:cial sense, so as to 
make them available for the general supply of gold. It is admitted on all 
sides that quartz containing the precious metal does exist in enormous 
quantities in different parts of the world, but the difficulty has been to ap- 
ply a system whereby the yield should be of greater value than the cost 
of production : and the argument of Mr. Squire and other scientific in- 
vestigators is, that the oxides which now pass away, through the various 











machines employed for reduction and extraction, can be readily retained 
by being brought into globules, and thus furnish an additional yield, even 
from the poorer ores, which would Hace many of the companies in a pro- 
fitable position, which are now exp¢ding much money, without any be- 
nefit to the shareholders. It is me a most important consideration, 





and we are not surprised to receive » many letters on the subject: but as 
the tenor of the whole is the same they do not require special insertion.

The further reduction last week of flock tin 6/. per ton, anda still further 
reduction this week, renders the totdl fall so great that, if the low price 
lasted for any considerable length of time, it would ruin most of the tin 
mines in the county, unless the cost pf labour and materials could be still 
further very much reduced, of which no hope seems to be entertained. 
The fall in block tin, since March list, is now above 40/. per ton; but 
there is every reason to hope that with the revival of trade, whica is now 
confidently expected, the price of tin'will again advance ; or that if the 
tin mines can struggle through the next two months, they will again be 
able to make favourable progress. 

The copper standard went up last week about 37, 10s. as compared with 
the preceding week’s sale, and the cormsponding monthly sate, Very little 
is at present doing in mining shares, Some of Wheal Clifford adventurers 
are very much dissatisfied with the résolution come to at the meeting last 
week—to purchase one of Consol’s engines and pitwork for 35002 At 
Tywarnhaile, the works for the erection of machinery are progressing in 
an active manner. It is said by men who formerly worked in this mine 
that there is a good lode standing in the bottom; if the mine should suc- 
ceed it will be a good thing for the parish of St. Agnes, which has lately 
been dull in a mining way. At Copper Hill, a call of 57. per share has 
been made: the mine does not progress so well as the adventurers were 
led to expect, Clijah and Wentworth Mine is reported to be looking well, 
a further improvement being expected in the Wentworth lode, which has 
good indications. At Cargoll, a considerable improvement was reported 
last week, and shares changed hands at advanced prices. At East Wheal 
Rose, many adventurers are by no means pleased with the management, 
and it would seem. that the sooner the concern can be finally wound-up 
the better. West Basset is stated to be looking better. (rambler and St.

THE IRON AND COAL TRADES OF STAFFORDSHIRE, 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN WOLVERHAMPTON.) 

Dec. 31.—The preliminary meeting of the Ironmasters’ Association 
was held at Dudley, on Wednesday. There was a good attendance of the 
trade, especially when it is remembered that it was market-day at Wolver- 
hampton. As had been anticipated, it was resolved to reduce the list of 
prices for marked iron 20s. per ton, the trade prices for the ensuing quarter 


being fixed as follow :—Bars, 8/.; hoops, 9/.; plates and sheets, 9/, 10s. 
As a natural consequence, it was resolved to reduce wages—ls. per ton to 
be taken from puddlers, and millmen to be reduced in proportion, It is 
not likely, since the colliers have so cheerfully submitted to a greater re- 
duction, that any difficulty will be experienced in carrying out this. In 
point of fact, the actual price of iron has for some time been fully as low 
as the reduced trade quotations, and probably very few of the makers will 
be able at present to realise so much as these rates, so that the fall in 
wages is less in proportion than the depreciation in the value of the ma- 
nufactured article. The reduction in puddlers’ wages is slightly above 
11 per cent. 

At the close of the general meeting, a number of gentlemen engaged in 
the wire-drawing department of the trade met, and agreed to a propor- 
tionate reduction in that class of iron. A general feeling of confidence 
that the depression had reached its lowest point was expressed at the meet- 
ing. The American advices are more satisfactory, and the improvement 
in the money market, and the effect, gradual restoration of confidence, will 
probably soon be felt in the receipt of larger orders for iron. 

At Birmingham, to-day, decided indications of improvement were af- 
forded. Prices refused only a day or two ago for pig-iron were pretty 
freely offered, and a fair amount of business was done at somewhat im- 
proved rates. Itis difficult to quote prices, but about 37. 53. to 37. 10s, 
are the rates at which sales can be effected for superior hot-blast pigs. 
Makers of best qualities, who are not compelled to realise at once, refuse 
to deal at less than 37, 15s., and epee they will get this rate in a few 
weeks hence, Coal for use at the works is necessarily lower, as is also 
ironstone. New mine coal may be quoted at from 7s. to 7s. 6d.; thick 
coal (lumps), 9s. to 9s. 6d. Best qualities of ironstone raised in the dis- 
trict are about 163, Prices are rather uaduly depreciated from the pro- 
duce of insolvent firms, which are working under inspection, being com- 
pelled to be sold to provide cash for wages, &c.; and the general tight- 
ness enables people who can pay cash to purchase at low rates. 

Since the list of blast-furnaces in this district appeared in the Mining 
Journal of Oct. 3, no less than 46 have been blown out, and three or four 
others are likely to cease operations shortly. Instead of 157 furnaces 
being in blast, there are now only 111, of which several are not fully at 
work, Looking at the number of blast-furnaces idle (no less than 69), it 
seems probable that the great temptation which they will offer to persons 
desirous of making pigs will prove sufficiently powerful to keep prices 
rather lower for some time than they have been, and they have only been 
barely remunerative. It may, however, be fairly anticipated that for 
some time accommodation will be dealt out much more sparingly. The 
remark made in reference to pig-iron will apply to coal and ironstone, but 
in a less degree, as the supply is limited. The insolvent estates which 
consist of mines, and which are being worked under inspection, will na- 
turally be realised as quickly as possible, which will somewhat add to the 
supply of these minerals, 

Owing to the neglect of the railway company my communication, although dis- 
patched earlier than usual, did not reach the office in time for insertion last week ; 
and it is, therefore, necessary to re-state that a meeting of the creditors of Mr. T. H. 
Pemberton was held in this town yesterday week. The liabiliiies are 33,376/., and 
the estimated assets—the correctness of the estimate having been assured by a care- 
ful examination, of the estate—amount to 27,995. Mr. Pemberton offered to pay his 
creditors in full, in instalments extending over upwards of three years and a quarter ; 
and the offer was accepted, the mines to be worked under inspection. A meeting of 
the creditors of Messrs. Thomas Morris and Son was held at Birmingham, on Thure- 
day last, Mr. G. Skey presiding. The liabilities are estimated at 40,0007 The report 
of the inspectors was to the effect that, if the mines were worked under inspection 
for 18 months, and the plant, &c., then disposed of, 13,0002. might be realised, It 
was stated that about 8000/. had been drawn out during the last four years by the 
partners, although the concern was, according toa balance-sheet then prepared for 
them, barely solvent at the time. Between 1842 and 1853, whilst the profits were 
9834/., the partners drew out 13,000/, The Chairman, in the absence of a guarantee, 
refused to accept any other terms than that the mines should be worked under in- 
spection until, if it were possible, 20s. in 1/. was realised. He objected to limiting 
it to any dividend. This was refused on the part of the firm, and it was decided that 
the estate should go into bankruptcy. However, the senior member of the firm, who 
isr ded as being least to blame, subsequently offered to accept these terms—the 
two junior partners to retire, and he to receivean allowance of 200/, per annum. An 
adjourned meeting of the creditors of Messrs, Motterden and Deeley, of Toll End, 
Tipton, was held on the same day, ‘Their liabilities are 59,562/., and the assets are 
put down at 19,900/., but the inspectors estimate them at only 12,000/. or 13,0002. 
They failed in 1855, and their works are held as security for the dividends then agreed 
to be paid. This is another proof, if one were needed of so plain a principle, that 
business cannot be profitably carried on without capital. Asan illustration of the 
shifts to which they were driven to raise meney, it ie sufficient to state that in two 
years they paid 39000, for discounts. The estate is to be immediately wound-up under 
inspection. One of the worst of the many flagrant cases presented during these 
failures is that of the Bradley Hall Company, Messrs. Thompson, Burford, and Had- 
ley, a meeting of whose creditors was held in this town on Monday. The liabilities 
were stated to be 11,964/., and the assets, after deducting amounts to be paid in fu:l, 
reached the absurd'y small sum of 659/. Mr. Thompson, on being interrogated as to 
the cause of this extraordinary state of things, was so uncivil, that he was rebuked 
by the Chairman, Mr. Groucutt. It was resolved to wind-up the estate in the Bank- 
ruptey Court. 

The total failures in the iron trade since the crisis are twenty-one. Of these only 
three are likely to pay in fall, on time being given them. Their united liabilities ex- 
ceed 1,000,000/., and their creditors will lose about half thatsum. Many of the mem- 
bers of these firms, which have been long hopelessly insolvent, nave been living in the 
most extravagant manner. 

The gratifying movement inaugurated by the Willenhall miners, on the occasion of 
the reduction of their wages, to establish a reading-room, with a view to keep them 
acquainted with the progress of the world around, or rather referring to their subter- 
ranean pursuits and the world above them, appears likely to succeed. The first meet-

Dec. 31.—The trade throughout these counties is mut. depressed, but 
as the money market is becoming easier, and as the rotten house will have 
been expunged from the commercial list, trade must again speedily resume 
its activity, on a sound basis. 

The Coal Trade is not so active as is usual at the present season, and 

prices are lower. The wages of colliers at the collieries have been re- 
duced, and in these counties such reductions have been submitted to quietly. The 
commercial crisis has had the effect of checking the increased development of the 
trade, and several large works in course of formation have been suspended until the 
money market shall have become easier, and general trade assumes a position to give 
encouragement to new enterprises. 
A corloas case, and one of come interest to the iron trade, was heard in the Rother- 
ham County Court, on Wednesday, An action to recover 501, was brought by Edward 
Burgess, a puddier, against George Booth, a “* shingler,” both employed at Messrs.

The defendant contended that he dropped his staff, not in a passion, but to gag the 
hammer, and that the injury — — carcass It was a jury case, and 
they gave a verdict for the plaintiff, damages lof. 

® tatat boiler explosion, resalting ia the death of two persons, occurred on Tuesday 
at the White Horse Pits, Harehills Colliery, near Leeds, by the bursting of one of the 
boilers. The boiler is an old«fashioned cylindrica! one, about 30 ft. long, and on Mon- 
day afternoon a leak was discovered, and the works were stopped for repairs. On 
Tuesday morning it was filled with water, so as to enable the engineman to draw the 
night-hands out of the Pit. After it had been charged with steam it oxplates into 
numberless pieces, and killed two persons; one, Mr. Joseph Garside, one of the pro- 
prietors of the colliery, was found dead in the debris, and the other, a bow died a 
few hours afterwards from acalds, The fireman, G. Haigh, was also wm tee any ine 
jured, and is still lying in a very precarious state. The cause of the exp ‘osion oo 
present a matter of conjecture, but rumours are current that it was owing to a - 
ciency of water.

The colliery is situated in a lonely part 
of a valley between Stainborough and Silkstone, alongside the South Yorkshire Rail- 
way, with which, by means of a tramway, it communicates, and which will afford a 
ready and convenient outlet for the eval, a considerable quantity of which is expected 
to be brought to surface, and at the works, when in fall operation, @ large number of 
hands will be employed, 

We have nothing oe to communicate with respect to the lead mines of Derbyshire, 
no importaut change having taken place since our last. The Mill Dam Mine will 
come into complete possesssion of the present company on Jan. 12, Thescrip will be 
issued next week, and the first call of 5s. is payable on the 4th, The company are 
sanguine with regard to dispensing with the necessity of a pumping-engine, and this 
cireumstance had given increased value to the shares. 

The Mill Town Mine, at.Ashover, is doing well, and some good ore is being got. 
Eyam and Brightside are yielding about their average returns, but the Peak United 
is looking only moderate, A variety of circumstances encourage the belief that the 
new year will reveal important progress in development of the Derbyshire lead mines. 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTHSHIRE AND SOUTH WALES, 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN SOUTH WALES. ] 

Dec. 31.—We regret to have to record this week an extension of the 
strike among colliers, particulars of which we have from time to time 
placed before the reader. Those who returned to work at Aberdare have 
now struck again, and a settlement of the dispute seems more remote than 


ever. The Monmouthshire colliers have been urged to joiu in the strike, 
and the men employed at the Varteg, Golynos, British, and Pontypool 
Works, have all turned out. They were under notice of a second reduction of wa 
which expired this day, and they refuse to accept the terms, alleging that the first 
reduction was as much as they could bear. On Friday and Saturdsy lar e meetings 
ure to be held of the Aberdare men, for the purpose of inducing those in Monmouth- 
shire to follow their example. Thus, the close of the year is attended here with 
anxiety, disaffection, and misery ; and when a change for the better may take Place 
it would be in vain to predict. . 

The Bristol and Forest of Dean Coal Company has held its first general meeting, 
From the reports read, it appeared that the colliery works are in a satisfactory state, 
and the undertaking is in a generally prosperous condition. Especial praise was be- 
stowed on a large horizontal winding-engine, constructed by Mr. J. Gregory for use 
on the works. The directors were reappointed, votes of thanks paseed to the officers 
of the company, and a spirit of great confidence was displayed by the shareholders, 

An accident bas occurred to an aged collier at the Charles pit, Llansamlet, belong- 
ing to Mr. C, H. Smith: about 100 cwts. of coal fell upon him, and he was crushed 
to death. A man has also beeu burned to death at Dowluis, and another killed at the 
same place, in Morgan Williams’s pit. ’ 

The inquests on the bodies of the sufferers by the late accident in North Wales are 
concluded. A verdict of accidental death was returnedineach case, The coroner, in 
summing up, observed that it was a most dreadful state of things that such awful 
calamities should occur so mg ge A more vigilant inspection was obviously re- 
quired, and must, if possible, be enforced. It would be well for those in charge of 
quarries to reflect that, by a recent Act, they were liable to action for damages where 
neglect was proved, even where death did pot occur. These remarks will result, itis 
to be hoped, in the exercise of a little more caution and care than have hitherto 
been displayed. 

The events of the past year prove that, previously to the late panic, the iron and 
coal trades of this district were never in a more prosperous state. New fields have 
been opened up, and fresh discoveries made, while the attention of men of capital 
has been more directed to them, Notwithstending a wonderfully increased demand, 
the supply has always been more than equal to it, and the resources of the place have 
been influenced only to an imperceptible extent. In the midst of this, however, 
came the strike; and now universal depression is experienced —the masters are losing 
money, and the workmen are enduring poverty. Added to this, we have the Taff 
Vale dispute between the company and the freighters, which would prevent the coal 
being shipped, even if it were produced, These circumstances render the close of 
the year a gloomy and anxious period, and we fear that many sad anticipations will 
be realised ere the new year has far advanced. 











Mavvracture or Stery.—Another patent, No. 1660 (1857), has been 
obtained by Mr. R. Mushet for the production of steel. He states, in the 
specification, that “‘he finds the quality of steel is greatly improved by 


adding to it a portion of metallic manganese,” The addition of the man- 
ganese is made after the steel has been melted, or when it is nearly melted. 
The proportion to be used depends upon the nature of the metal operated 
upon, and upon the kind of steel to be produced—for mild steel, 1 per cent. ; 
tor steel of medium hardness and “‘ body,”’ from 2 to 3 per cent.; and for 
steel of great hardness and “ body,” 5 per cent. of manganese. Mr, Mushet 
states, also, that malleable iron may be converted into steel by melting it, 
and then adding metallic manganese, without any admixture of cast-iron 
or carbonaceous substance. The amount of manganese to be used will 
depend in this case also on the nature of the iron, and the kind of steel 
required ; it will range from 1 to 10 per cent. The metallic manganese 
is to be wrapped in a sheet of thin sheet-iron, and thrown into the iron, 
which is then heated till perfectly liquid, and run out into moulds; or 
the manganese may be melted in a separate pot, and poured into the steel 
or iron. Mr, Mushet remarks that the metallic manganese may be ob- 
tained by any convenient method, but he particularises the fusion of oxide 
of manganese in close vessels with fluoride of calcium, soda, or common 
salt. None of these substances, however, are capable of reducing oxide 
of manganese to the metallic state. The conversion of malleable iron into 
steel by alloying it with manganese is quite opposed to the results obtained 
by Karsten as to the influence of this nretal upon iron and steel. He con- 
sidered that, when present in small amount, it communicated some yo 
of hardness, without being injurious to the tenacity of bar-iron; but, 
while admitting that the greater or less hardness of malleable iron might 
in some instances be due to the presence of manganese, he was of opinion 
that malleability or brittleness were characters independent of the hard- 
ness of the metal, and determined mainly by the amount of carbon. He 
found that malleable iron, containing as much manganese as steel, and 
even more, to the extent of 1°85 per cent., did not present any of the cha- 
racters of steel. He also points out as a remarkable fact that some of the 





most highly prized kinds of steel do not contain a trace of manganese,

Alli 
that it was necessary for him to sta‘e in his ames was, that when such alloys 
or flaxes were employed in connection wita his new process it was advisable they 
should be used in the form of powder, ané forced in with the blast at the tuyeres ; 
and this he has unquestionably done, 

To do Mr. RK. Mushet full jastice, howevér, 1 must admit that I do not know that 
metallic manganese was ever employed, of had ever formed the subject of a patent 
prior to Sept. 22,1856. If not, he has seemingly a clear claim to its use. The whole 
question, however, hinges on the point as ® whether it is necessary or indispensable 
that the manganese—if used at all—be in the metallic state, and also as to whether 
the oxide and earburet of manganese are ia law equivalent to metallic manganese. 
As to the necessity for using either the “tiple compound” or metallic manganese 
alone in combiaation with the air-purifying process, I have grave doubts. With an 
iron tolerably free from phosphorus and suphur they may be of some service, but as 
the air purification does not remove these matters it is pretty clear that Mr. Mashet’s 
compounds will not. 

** Sideros”” thinks, however, that the success of the air-purifying process depends 
entirely upon the proper introduction of metallic manganese, yet he does not tell us 
why it isor should beso. The ‘tred-shor” and “cold-short” characters of iron 
cannot be materially influenced by it, ner will it remove its cellalar character. 
** Sideros” has evidently become a little mystified with the subject. Many a man’s 
brain is filled with Greek and Latin, yet, if the power to employ the same for useful 
Purposes be not possessed, these acquirements areas the tinsel on a Columbine’s skirts, 
which may look very pretty under the glare of gas-lampa, but paltry under the clear 
light of day. So, too, many a man’s akul) may be so stuffed as to become a perfect 
chemical vocabulary, and yet the man may not be able to make a fuzee with which 
| to charge his musket in the time of peril, sor a ni'l to cure the head-ache. I advise 
| “* Sideros”’ to take the hint, and if he wisnes to do either himself or bis friends any 
| good be his talents, to endeavour to make his knowledge a little more practical. 








Str,—The discussion of coal mine ventilation between Mr. Wales and Mr. Hopton 
| is now ended, and we have also been favoured with a sort of summing up of the case 


| between them by Mr. Harold Worth. I wish, with your permission, also to say a few 
words on the subject, and al«o to make a fw remarkson what Mr. Worth says about 
Newcastle viewers. 

I sball, therefore, in the first place, remark that it is quite clear Mr. Hopton is 
totally unqualified to write on the subject of the ventilation of coal mines, If I mis- 
take not, he does not know, or did not know until very lately, the meaning of the 
word density. I think we have quite sufficient proof here that there isa want of Min- 
ing Schools in the Yorkshire district. And I must say I think aleothatif Mr. Worth 
nas much knowledge of coal mining and of coal miners, he ought to know that there 
is a very grext want of mining schools in every district, excluding none. 

With respect to Mr. Wales, there is no doubt he has a good practical knowledge of 
veutilation ; but whether he is qualified as a lecturer or writer on the subject is quite 
another question, My private opinion ix that he is not.

I am not prepared to suy that the pill or potion will 
Operate alike upon all kinds o! pig-iron, but if it answers for the produce of more than 
20 blast-furnaces, its scope is pretty wide, as far as steel is concerned; und I have no | 
doubt that 20 more may be found to yield iron equaliy suited for my process, and cer- 
tainly 20 more might be built in the Forest of Dean alone to produce a suitable raw 
material. There is nothing at all mysterious in Mr. Sanderson's process; the che- 
mietry of it is as simple as that of the atomic process, and I have very fine samples of 
uced by it. Neither is there any mystery attending Mr. Bessemer’s process | 

or mine, As to Mr. Binks’s processes, they are indeed shrouded in mystery, and are 
likely to remain so. For myself, I trust wholly to mechanical arrangements and to 
common sense for the successful operation of my processes 

If chem’stry told me that a certain pig-iron contained a large quantity of sulpbur | 
and phosph x us, I should not prefer to use such a material; but, on the other hand, | 
if I found that this iron, treated by my process, yielded good cast-steel, I should not | 
reject it becguse chemistry has shown it to contain an excess of sulphur and phos- | 
phorus. The analysis of one of the toughest bars of cast--teel ever manufactured gave 
as ander : —Carbon, 0°493 ; silicon, 0°430; sulphur, 0284; phosphurus, 0°097. | 

The analysis was by Mr. Henvy, and clearly shows that neither silicon, sulphur, | 
nor phosphorus are quits so injurious as they are so often represented to be. I do not | 
think that any amount of chemistry can enable us to compound a flux which shall 
convert British coke pig iron into good ateei, and it is quite certain that the Uchatius | 
process does not solve the problem. Chemistry shows us that an iron ore is mixed 
with 8 per cent. of pyrites. Theory next telis us that such an ore is unfit for making 
either good iron or steel. Practice, however, steps in, and produces from the con- 
demned raw materia! first-rate pig-iron and excellent steel. I have lately seen a re- 
markable instance of this kir d. 

It is very interesting to learn from Mr. Tunner that pig-iron contains from 3 to 
5}¢ per cent. of carbon, that wrought-iron is nearly free from cai bon, and steel be- 
tween the two. The novelty and originality of these remarks suffices, | suppose, to 
constitute a very ‘fair paper ’’ upon this subject at the Sheffield Literary and Pniloso- 
phical Institution.— Coleford, Dec. 30.

MANUFACTURE OF STEEL. 


Str,—“ Sideros” says he has read Mr. Bessemer’s specifications—1am glad to hear 
it, but should have been better satisfied had he been able to comprehend what he read, 
I fear that in his readings he has been guilty of what the schoolboys call skipping 
and this accounts for his taking a few isolated passages and deseanting upon them, 
without keeping in view the general tenor and import of the snbject in hand. Mr. 
Bessemer’s patent of March 15, 1854, is not so much for the decarboni-ation and re- 
finement of iron by the use of oxides of iron and carbonaceous matter, as it is for the 
peculiar modes of decarhonising iron by the use of currents of atmospheric air or 
steam. The specification says, ** These improvements relate—firstly, tothe peculiar 
modes by which the decarbouisation and refinement of iron is effected by means of | 
currents or jets of atmospheric air or steam (alone or mixed), and which i« made to 
impinge upon the surface, or pass through, or in contact with, the metal while in | 
a fluid state. Secondly, in assisting the decarbonisation and refinement of iron by 
the use of oxides of iron, and in the ase of carbonaceous matter during such process,” 
Here, therefore, it will be manifest thar the employment of the several oxides, gases, 
and carbonacesus matters, which perplex *‘ Sideros’”’ so severely, are considered as 
of secondary importance by the inventor. 

_ “ Sideros ” thinks a little gunpowder would, perhaps, be as harmless in combina- | 
tion with the fluid irom as carbureted gases. Probably it would; for, if combined | 
with a certain combastible matter—the name of which [ reed not now mention—and | 
blown in through the tauy*res, in combination with atmosplieric air or steam, the 
operation would be as harmless as would be the discharge of a pop-gun or a equibon 
Plamstead Marshes 

He also complains that no definite instructions are given as to the mode of intro- 
ducing the several carbonaceous matters, ani th it we are not informed in detail what | 
they really are. The specification «ays, *‘ When the decarbonisation and refining of | 
iron is effected by either of the modes herein mentioned, or by any other method in | 
which jets of steam or air are supplied to fluid iron for that purpose, and in which | 
the metal is kept in a flaid state until the completion of the process, I force on to, or 
into, such fluid metal carburetted guses, or introduce therein flaid or solid curbona- | 
ceous substances in sufficient quantity to combine with any oxides of iron that may 
exist in, or interfere with, the malleability of the meta!. For this purpose I use an 
air-pump, or blast-engine, and I connect it wit’ a gasometer containing earburettrd 
hydrogen gas, which I force through the same tuyeres or passages into the fluid metal, 
as [ had previously used for the passage of air or steam, in order that such gasses 
may unite with any oxygen existing in or among the partie!es of metal, and effect a 
separation thereof.” Now, I thiok this description is sufficient in detail. It must be 
kept in view, however, that the employment of the several matters mentioned in this 
specification are to be considered in common with currents or jets of air or steam, 
and not as the primary elements of the invention. As to the quantities of the matters 
employed, that I presame will depend upon the nature of the iron under operation, 
some kinds of which would require much more than others. The specification clearly 
states that the carbonaceous matters are to be introduced with the biast, and that they 
are to be in sufficient quantity to combine with any oxides of iron that may exist in, 
or interfere with, the malleability of the metal ; it is evident, therefore, that Mr. Bes- 
semer’s object was to prevent or counteract the excessive oxidation of the iron during 
the purifying operation—to prevent an evil, in fact, rather than to doctor it after it 
had been created. ‘‘Sideros” has evidently lost sight of the pith of this patent, and, 
therefore, clings to its minor details, the capabilities of which, when employed with 
jets of air or steam, he is unable to comprehend; hence the grand flourish of vitupera- 
tion with which he concludes his critique thereon mast be taken for whatit is worth. 

As regards the patent dated March 31, 1956, ‘‘ Sideros”’ is again in the dark, and 
in his groping propcr-ities has fallen over several objects which he cannot under- 
stand. Perhaps he has had one or two hard knocks in his fail, and these have ruf- 
fled his temper a little. Why not take the light of common sense—yea, and common 
honesty too, friend ** Sideros,” to assist you in your lucubrations. In the specifica- 
tion now under consideration, the inventor says—‘‘ In carrying into practical opera- 
tion the manufacture of malleable iron and steel by forcing,atmospheric air or steam 
into and among the particles of fluid crude iron, for which patents have been already 
granted to me, I have discovered that certain modifications of, and additions to, the 
apparatus and processes therein described may be advantageously used, and the adap- 
tation of which improvements to the manufacture of iron and steel, forms the sub- 
ject of my present invention.” 

Mr. Bessemer does not state that his invention is for preparing or combining a 
triple compound of iron, carbon, and manganese with the air-jurified fluid iron; nor 
does he state that it consists in the application of certain fluxes to the iron; he | 
merely recommends that practical men should use their own diseretion according to 
their experience when working sccording to his new proces+,even as they would | 
were they working under the old process; and with this object in view, he mentions | 
some of the matters commonly employed in the manufacture of malleable iron, and | 
in the conversion Of iron into steel. When, however, the old methods of admixture | 
are not applicable to the new process, he enters more fully into detail. Thus, when | 
speaking of fluxes, he says : —‘- These fluxes, or any of them that it may be found | 
nece*sary to use when treating iron in my improved apparatus, may be introduced 
into the metal in the form of powder at the tuyeres, by allowing such powders to fall | 
from a close vessel gradaaliy into the blast-pipes, eo that they may be blown in with 
currents of air or eteam, and be thus made to act direct upon the flaid metal.” And, | 
again, when speaking of alloys, he says :—‘* When using salts, or oxides of metals, | 
for the purpose of producing an a!loy or mixture with the iron or steel, I prefer to | 
introduce sach salts or oxides in the form of powder at the tuyeres.” Can this be | 
construed int» a remedy for a created and existing evil, ora preventative of the evil? | 
In speaking, however, of the several fluxes which have puzzled poor ‘ Sideros”’ so | 
eoreiy, and the perusal of which has caused him to give vent to such an effusion of | 
nonsenre, Mr. Bessemer says: —** The application of the same is not claimed by me 
under the present letters patent.’ He was aware that manganese had already been | 
employed, and had formed the subject of a patent many years ago; he was also aware |

EXTRACTION OF COPPER, SILVER, AND NICKEL FROM 
POOR ORES. 

Srz,—fh the Journal of Dec. 19 you reverted to the treatment of poor copper ores, 
a subject which both now and on previous occasions has attracted much attention. 
I need not enter into details as to the difficulty of treating ores generally regarded 
as of little or no available value, either chemically or metallurgically, so as to benefi' 
mines—those difficulties being sufficiently known to and felt by the ore-producing 
concerns. I may say, however, that metallurgical operations, if good returhs are 
to be wade, require to be worked on a large scale, and that large outlays should be 
made. The chemical treatment of these ores by the wet way is, though mach im- 
proved of late, too long and tedious a process to be generally recommended. The new 
system promises to unite the wet with the dry way, and itis reported to be based on 
such clear and simple principles that difficultics, hitherto existing may be said to have

pleted in a few days; a very small quantity of silver is extracted without increasing 
the cost, and gold, tin, zinc, &e., may be ubtained by an after process, and severai 
other products are yielded which may in many instances be profitably employed. 
With regard to the cost, it may be stated that the treatment of 1000 kilos. of ore 
worth 14g per cent. costa 1244 frs., notwithstanding the anfavourable circumstances 
of the locality, so that the production of 100 kilos. of copper would cost 90 frs., or in 
round nambers in English, | ton of ore would cost 5s. to treat, or the production of 
100 Ibs. of copper would cost 36s. These results have been obtained in several places,

The view taken by Liebig is undoubtedly correct, and is wortby of that most pro~- 
found philosopbical chemist, and cannot be disposed of 40 easily as supposed by some. 
It simply expresses that, if A can take B from C, B unites with greater force to A 
than to C. Any one who asserted the contrary might perhaps be compared to an ac- 
countant who added 2 to 2, and found the result to be 5. It is humiliating to see how 
readily the matured judgment of an eminent cultivator of science is set aside. Per- 
sonally he can well afford it, knowing that truth will altimately triamph, but he re~ 
rrets deeply when he se 8 talents and energy misdirected through ignorance of esta~- 
blisbed scientific principles.

Sream-Hammens,—Messrs. Sharp and Elder have patented some im- 
provements upon the “‘ helve,” or heavy tilt hammer, generally used for forging iron 
and other substances, but which is also applicable for puncuing, shearing, and rivet- 
ting metals. They make the hammer perfectly self-acting, and more convenient for 
the workman than any hitherto made; the working parts being nearly all under the 
floor plates prevent the danger of accidents, and its peculiur construction renders it 
less fable to get out of repair than those in general use, as well as being much cheaper.

The trans- 
lucent parts of the lantern may be made double for the sake of safety, and may be 
composed of glas, horn, tale, or any other convenient material. What he considers 
to be his invention is, the application of the Davy gauze tu the air passages of candle 
Janterns in which self. snuffing candles are burnt. 


Execraic Licut.—Mr. C. W. Harrison, Woolwich, proposes to obtain 
electric light by causing electricity of any suitable degree of power to pass through, de- 
com , or vaporise compounds of metal with other elementary bodies, such as the 
onidies, chlorides, metallicfluor ides, sulphides, &c., whether found in nature or prepared 
artificially ; also the metallic salte, both acid, alkaline, and neutral. These are for 
the most part in their ordinary solid state classed as non-conduciors of electricity, but 
when rendered fluid by heat, they, with some exception, acquire a high degree of 
eonducting power. ite, therefore, fuses or liquifies such of these substances as are 
eapable of becoming conductors, by the application of heat, either derived from an 
electric current or other means, and then by any suiteble arrangement or contri- 
vance, causes @ small stream or streams, or drops of such melted compound to form 
a portion of the electric circuit, or to pass through or within that part of its course 
where the electricity in motion is subject to great resistance. By this means the 
compound undergoes d position or molecul difi ding to its nature, 
andatthe same time yields a luminous effect of, in some cases, the most brilliant 
kiod, He likewise obtains electric light from a stream or streams of melted metal, 
or melted compound of two or more metals. For this purpos: he prefers to use those 
metals which assume a fiaid form at comparatively low degrees of heat, such as potas. 
sium, sodium, tin, bismuth, lead, zine, &c.; or compounds of metals which can be 
made fiuid at low degrees of beat, like the alloys knownas fusible metal. He causes such 
stream or streams of fused metal, by any convenient arrangement, to form part of 
an electric circuit, whereby the flowing meta] may be partly or wholly vaporised or 
changed, and light produced. Instead of a flowing or streim electrode, he sometimes 
employs a reservoir of a melted or fluid body as the positive e!ectrode, and uses there- 
with a carbon or solid metal self-regulating negative electrode. He forms the reser- 
voir of glass, and covers the fluid electrode contained therein with a float or ring, made 
of any suitable infusible material, so as to confine evaporation to a central aperature 
in the float. When it is desirable to inclose the light in a tube or shade of glass, he 
constructs the apparatus so that the rarefied air or vapour nay serve to heat the fused 
electrode. He = makes suitable arrangements for retaining or condensing the 
vapours arising from such of the bodies as it may be desirable to preserve. 


GENERATING AND APPLYING Motive Power.—Mr. W. Beech, Burslem, 
proposes the employment of an exhauster, which is intend: d to act upon and pro. 
duce a vacuum on one side of a piston working within « closed cylinder, operating 
in conjunction with an arrangement of valves and connections for permitting the 
free action of the atmospheric column, or of the expansive force or pressure produced 
from confined and rarefied air or vapour upon the opposite side thereof. The mode 
of applying the invention consists in employing one or more cylinders, similar to the 
cylinders of a steam-engine, and such cylinders are each fitted with one, or it is pre- 
ferred to use two pistons, working accurately within them upon a through piston 
tod, If two pistons be employed, working within the sume cylinder, such cylinder 
has an air-tight division for the purpose of dividing its length into two parts, in which 
ease the piston rod will pass through the said division, and be made air-tight by means 
of a giand and packing. The exhauster being set to work, 1 vacuum is formed be- 
tween one face of a piston and the cylinder cover or end, whilst the pressure or ex- 
pansive force is permitted to act upon the opposite face or side of the pistou, where 
Upon the piston be caused to move forward rapidly towards the end of the cylinder, 
whilst, by means of suitably arranged inlet and outlet valvos, the action is reverand, 
and thus the end of each piston rod being connected with a crank upon the motion 
shaft, a rotary motion will be communicated to it, 


Locomotives.—Mr. Rudolph Bodmer, of Thavies Inn, for a foreigner, 
has patented an invention for preventing the driving wheels of locomotives from 
slipping when the train is being started. A throttle valve is placed within the blast 
pipe, 2nd when the train is to be setin motion it is to be completety closed ; the steam 
admusaiun valve being thereapon fally opened.

This new kind of white is more solid, by its bas» of silica less dangerous to 
health, and less expensive. Its composition is easy, and within the reach of every- 
body. It also repels humidity. 

Manvracture or Bricxs,—Mr. P, Effertz, Nelson-square, in his im- 
proved machine for making bricks, employs two quadrangular vessels, in which 
pistons work up and down, Tato these and on the top of the pistons clay is fed by 
endless chains of buckets. As the pistons rise they bring up the clay on them, force 
it into the moulds and then recede, sfterwards the covering plates are turned back, 
and the frames of moulds turned out with the bricks upon them. 


Ramwayr Caarrs.—The Messrs. Robinson, Herendeen, and Shelden, of 
Cunandiagua, U.S., have patented an improved description of key chair.

Raruway Trarric.—The Traffic Returnsof the Railways in the United 
Kingdom for the week ending Dec, 26, amounted to 425,914/., and for the correspond- 
ing week of 1856 to 431,415/., showing an decrease of 5,501/. The gross receipts of 
the eight railways having their termini in the poli ted for the week 
ending as above to 190,688/.; and for the corresponding week of last year to 190,738/., 
showing a decrease of 501, 

The decrease on the London and North-Western amounted to $937/. ; but from this 
must be deducted 471/., the increase on the Eastern Counties; 317/. on the Great 
Northern; 1898/. on the Great Western; 82/. on the London and Blackwall; 435/. on 
the London, Brighton, and South Coast; 136/. on the London and South-Western ; 
and 543/, on the South-Eastern ; together, 3887/.: leaving the decrease, as above, 50/. 

The receipts on the other lines in the United Kingdom amounted to 235,226/., and 
for the corresponding period of 1856 to 240,077/., showing a decrease of 54511, in the 
receipts of those lines, which, added to the decrease on the metropolitan lines, makes 
the total decrease 5501/. as compared with the corresponding week of 1856. 

The traffic receipts on railways in the United Kingdom for the year 1857 amounted 
to 23,672,465/. on lines that published their traffic receipts weekly, and to about 
490,000/. on those that do not, making together, 24,162,465/. The traffic receipts for 
the year 1856 amounted to 22,995,500/., ehowing an increase of 1,166,965/., or 5°1 per 
cent. Were it not for the falling offin the traffic from the depression of trade in the 
last quarter, it is probable that the increase would have been between 300,000/, and 
400,000. more. The mileage over which the traffic was conveyed was 9171 miles, and 
the cost of the railwa:s, including everything, about 307,153,666/., being at the rate 
of 33,4921. per mile. The cost of the 8761 miles of railway over which the traffic was 
conveyed in 1856 amounted to 298,946,260/., showing an increase in the mileage of 
410 miles, and in the cost of{8,187,406/., which applies chiefly to inferior and branch 
lines, averaging, as it would appear, aboutj20,000/. per mile. On comparing the ave- 
rage cost of railways in 1843 with that of railways in 1857, a decrease is shown. 
In 1843 the average cost was 36,360/. per mile, and in 1857, 33,492/., being a decrease 
of abour 8 per cent., which is small, considering that some thousands of miles of com- 
paratively cheap railways have been added to tie system.— Times,

given by the holders thereof of their desire to receive a fixed guaranteed dividend in 
perpetuity, in lieu of the proportion appertaining to the shares held by them respec- 
tively, of the net profits arising from the railways and works authorised by the Cale- 
donian Reilway (Granton branches) Act, 1857.’ Mr. William Johnston, chairman 
of the company, occupied the chair, and explained that the guarantee extended only 
to the stock raised by the Caledonian Company, and that the Duke of Buccleuch’s 
30,0004. of stock was unguaranteed. A resolution approving of the proposed guar- 
antee was unanimously carried, 


Smoxe-Consumine Locomotives,—One of Beattie’s smoke-consuming 
locomotives has just been tried on the East Lancashire Railway, and has given every 
satisfaction, As we have already described the invention, it is unnecessary now to 
enter into mechanical details. The system has worked very successfully on the South- 
Western line, and will no doubt be generally adopted. The East Lancashire expe- 
riments were made in the presence of Mr. Blackmore, secretary of the Lancashire and 
Yorkshire Railway; Mr. Lees, superintendent of the locomotive department; Mr. 
Fothergill; Mr. Davies; and two gentlemen from the works of Messrs, Beyer, Peu- 
cock, and Co., of Manchester, by whom the engine was manufactured, 





Tue First Rarpway Eno tneer.—During the past few weeks we have 
published a series of papers, establishing the fact that we.are indebted to the late Wm. 
James for the projecting of the present railway system, although hitherto nothing 
has been done to make it apparent that his services have been appreciated by the 
public, who have derived so much advantage from its introduction, Men possessing 
great talent are ever found less competent to thrust themselves forward in a manner 
calculated to ensure their success, through gaining the patronage of the wealthy and 
influential, than those who with but little ability have the tact to appropriate the ideas 
of others, regardiess of the true proprietorship ; consequently, we often find inventors 
in the most pitiable condition, and schemers enjoying the greatest affluence. Mr. James 
was the first to practically bring forward the present railway system, and principally 
at his own expense surveyed the Liverpool and Manchester, and many other lines of 
railway. These surveys, moreover, were made before George Stephenson was known 
as a railway engineer, yet the one reached the highest possible position in bis pro. 
fession, and died wealthy; whilst his predecessor was unable to leave his family, 
reared in the assured expectation of wealth, any worldly inheritance beyond the me- 
mory of his talents, which were successfully devoted to the promotion of the interests 
of mankind, Before Mr. Jamee commenced his speculative career he was lord of 
Snowford manor, besides other landed and mineral estates of great value, which, with 
his other property, was estimated at nearly 200,000/.; and was realising by his pro- 
fessional avocations upwards of 10,0007. per annum, He made a will, leaving to his 
eldest son, Mr. W. H. James, 50,000/., and to his other six children 10,000/. each— 
the whole of which, however, was sacrificed, and a considerable portion thereof in his 
favourite railway projects, for which neither he nor his family ever received the 
slightest benefit. That Mr. James was the true projector, we have the testimony of 
Robert Stephenson, i. K. Branel, George Rennie, and many others of high standing 
in the engincering world, who consented to act as a committee for promoting a general 
subscription on behalf of his four sons and one daughter ; yet, from some cause, the 
subject was not brought fully before the public, and the testimonial was forgotten. 
As, however, there is now every reason to call upon the public to extend their aid to 
the family, we think no course will be more effectual than reviving the “‘ James Tes- 
timonial,” and which, we should hope, would command support commensurate with 
its merits and claim. 

Gun corron.—Mr. Braconet discovered, in 1833, that starch, sawdust, 
and cotton wool, when treated with concentrated nitric acid, became very inflam. 
mable, and although not really explosive, took fire at 356° Fahr. For more than 
twelve years this discovery was regarded simply as a chemical curiosity, but in 1846 
Prof. Schénbein, of Vienna, succeeded in rendering cotton explosive by treating it 
with sulphuric and nitric acids combined. He mixed nitric and sulphuric acids in 
the proportion of one of the former to three of the latter, and allowed the mixture 
to cool to 60° Fahr. The rough cotton was then opened as much as possible and im- 
mersed in the acids, in a glazed earthenware vessel. When thoroughly soaked it is 
lifted, and the excess squeezed out gently with a glass rod. He then placed the cotton 
under a glass vessel for an hour, washed it well in cold water to remove free acid, 
and squeezed it between rollers in a press, or if a small quantity, between the hands’, 
after this it was washed in a weak solution of carbonate of potash, to ensure its free- 
dom from acid, dipped in « weak solution of carbonate of potash, pressed, dried ina 
warm room, and is then fit for use. Three grains of gun-cotton is equal to eight 
grains of the best gunpowder, and it is, in use, extremely cleanly, and leaves no dirty 
residue behind, but it is so liable to burst fire-arms that it has not superseded gun- 
powder, though it has recently been used ir Austria for artillery. The different pur- 
eee to which gun-cotton may hereafter be applied are, of course, unknown, as it 

as already been found valuable in photography, surgery, architectural decorations, 
the manufacture of artificial flowers, and for many other purposes. 


Ixon Suiprvuitpinec.—Mr. John Weale has published, as one of his 
Rudimentary Treatises, an excellent work on this subject, by Mr. John Grantham, 
C.E., of Liverpool, who, it will be recollected, made the question the substance of the 
usual annual address to the members of the Liverpool Polytechnie Society, in 1842. 
The introduction is devoted to the early history of iron vessels, and epitomises a 
vast amount of information of much interest to the general reader. The construc- 
tion of iron vessels, the process of building, the kind and quality of iron used, ma- 
chines, tools, &c., are each treated of, and the book, whether regarded as a hand- 
book for the practical man, or a popoular treatise on the subject, is well worthy of 
perusal: 24 plates are also published, which render the book far more valuable. 
We shail refer more fully to the object of the work in our next, with the view of 
showing the superiority of iron as a material for shipbuilding. 


Discovery oF A Lrvine Froo 1n Sotm Rock.—A few months ago, 
while some colliers in the Dundonald Colliery, in Fife, were engaged in taking out 
the pavement of a seam of coal, which was freestone, they discovered a cavity iu 
which a frog was lying. On touching it the frog jamped about fora shoit time; 
a bucket of water being procured, it was put into it and taken to the surface. The 
animal was then found to be dead. It was found at the depth of 90 yards from sur- 
face, in a perpendicular line of strata, consisting of alternate layers of coal and free- 
stone, with ironstone, and about 400 yards from the outcrop surface. The frog seems 
to have much of the same character as the present species. It is very attenuated.
